Laws by the Grace of God, King of 
France and Navarre: To the preſent and 
all future Generations; Greeting. At the 
time when Lewis XIV. forbid under the ſe- 
vereſt penalties the public exerciſe of any re- 
ligion, beſides the Catholic, in all the coun- 
tries and dominions ſubje& to his govern- 
ment, the hope of bringing his people to the 
deſirable unity of worſhip, ſtrengthened by 
the deluſive appearances of converſion, pre- 
vented that great King's following the plan 
eſtabliſhed in his Councils, to fix and legally 
to determine the civil rights of ſuch of his 
ſubjects as could not be admitted to the ſa-

craments of the church. Following the 
example of our auguſt predeceſſors, we ſhall 
always favour to the full extent of our 
power, the means of inſtruction and per- 
ſuaſion that may tend to unite all our ſub- 
jects in the common profeſſion of the an- 
cient Faith of our kingdom, and we ſhall | 
diſcountenance with unremitting attention, 
thoſe acts of violence which are as incon- 
ſiſtent with the principles of reaſon and hu- 
manity, as they are contrary to the true ſpirit 
of Chriſtianity. But while we wait for the 
bleſſing of Divine Providence on our en- 
deavours to bring about this happy revolu- 
tion, our juſtice and the intereſts of our 
people, will not ſuffer us any longer to de- 
prive of their civil rights, ſuch of our ſub- 
ze or ſtrangers reſiding in our dominions, 
as do not profeſs: the Catholic religion. A 
long experience has ſhewn that rigour and 
ſeverity are means ill calculated to effect their 
converſion. We muſt then no longer ſuffer 
our laws wantonly to puniſh the misfortune 
of their birth, by depriving them of rights 
which nature has never ceaſed to claim in their 
favour.

chat Proteſtants cut off from the rights of ei- 
tizens, are unavoidably reduced to the 
wretched dilemma, either of profaning the 
ſacraments by a feigned converſion, or of in- 
juring their poſterity, by contracting mar- 
riages, which are aleady declared to be null 
by the legiſlature of this country. The laws 
themſelves have ſuppoſed that none but 
Catholic ſubjects exiſted in our dominions; 
and this fiction of law, now utterly: inad- 
miſſible, has occaſioned a forbearance of its 
execution, ſince if Diſſenters from the 
eſtabliſhed church in France are diſcovered, 
they muſt either be extirpated or reſtored to 
the common rights of citizens. Principles 


ſo incompatible with the peace and proſpe- 


rity of our kingdom, would have multiplied 
the number of emigrants, or have ſowed the 
ſeeds of civil rancour and diſcord in fami- 
lies, if we had not taken advantage of the 
liberality of our courts of law to diſappoint 
the avarice of collateral relations, who con- 
teſted the deſcents of property from parents 
to their children. Such a ſituation of affairs 
has long called for the exerciſe of our au- 
thority to put a ſtop to theſe dangerous con-

traditions between the Tights of nature, and 
the proviſions of the law. The importance of 
the deciſion required, that we ſhould pro- 
ceed with great deliberation in the diſcuſſion. 
We had already ſettled our reſolution in 
Council, and it required ſome time to give 
it the form and ſtability of a law. But cir- 
cumſtances encouraged us to hope to derive 
the greateſt advantages from our new law, 
and induced us to haſten the moment of its 
publication. If it is not in our power to pre- 
vent the exiſtence of different ſects in our do- 
minions, we will never ſuffer them to perpe- 
tuate a line of diviſion among our ſubjetts. 
We have taken the moſt effectual meaſures 
to prevent illegal aſſociations. The Catho- 
lie religion which we have the happineſs to 
profeſs, ſhall. alone in this kingdom enjoy 
all the rights and the honours. of the pub- 
lic worſhip, while our diſſenting ſubjeQs 
deprived of all political influence on the 
eivil eſtabliſhment, and declared for ever 
incapable of forming a Body Corporate in 
our kingdom, ſubject to the common law 
for the obſervation of feſtivals, ſhall derive: 
from this regulation ſuch advantages only, 
| as 
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as the da of nature wilbno longer fuffer us 
to with. hold, the legal eftabliſhment of theit 


birth; their marriages, and their deaths, 


which will ſecure to them the rights enjoyed 
by our other ſubje ds in the civil line. Fox 


TuESE REBASONS, and others moving us 


thereunto by the advice of our Council, and 
wich our certain knowledge, full power and 


royal authority, we have declared, ordained 


and enacted, and by our preſent perpetual 
and irrevorable Edict, do en ordain, 
and enact as follows: 3 — 
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of ſuch of our r ſabjefts as vrofeſs it, ſhall be 
authenticated by the rites and uſages of the 
ſaid religion. | 
However, our other udien who pro- 
feſs a different religion, whether attually 
ſettled in our dominions, or coming with 
intention to ſettle there, ſhall enjoy all the 
rights and privileges which they claim from 
actual property, or the right of inheritance, 
and 
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and may exerciſe their commerce, arts, 
trades and profeſſions, without the danger of 
being diſturbed on account of their religion. 
From this general rule, we except only ſuch 
places in the judicial line as are filled by us, 
or territorial Lords, or are confidered as 
public offices in municipal. places, and per- 
form the functions of judicature, and the 
direction and duties of public inſtruttian.

By virtue of this regulation, our ſubjeds 
or ſtrangers reſiding in our kingdom, who 
are not Catholics, may contraft marriages 
in the manner hereafter ſpecified; and it is 
our will, that marriages thus contraQted, 
ſhall have all the civil effects with regard to 
the contracting parties and their children, 
which are enjoyed by thoſe who marry ac- 


cording to the form preſcribed to our Ca- 
tholic ſubzetts.

It is not, however, our intention that the 
Diſſenters of any denomination ſhould con- 
ſider themſelves as conſtituting a body, a 

com- 
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community, or a particular ſociety within 
this realm, or that they ſhould under this 


pretext make any demand in a collective 
body, appoint proQors, come to any reſolu- 


tion, make any acquiſition, or perform any 
other act whatever. We expreſsly prohibit 
and forbid all judges, attornies, ſolicitors, 
and all other public officers to anſwer, re- 
ceive or ſign ſuch demands, procurations, 
reſolutions, or other a&s, under Pain of 
forfeiting their places, and we likewiſe for- 
bid all our ſubjects to plead any power de- 
rived from ſuch pretended communities or 
ſocieties, under pain of being conſidered as 
abettors or protectors of illegal aſſemblies 
and aſſociations, and being . to the 
unden on of the law.
